‘The following are extracts from these productions, and 
a beautiful incident is related, when speaking of the 
fervency of Mr. Hall's devotional feelings, which, as it 
appears to be given on authority, we copy from Dr. Cox’s 
discourse :— 

“A remarkable instance of his religious ardour 
in this respect occurred on a visit to Armsby. On 
the way from Leicester his mind was filled with 
recollections of his father, and the scene of his 
earliest days. No sooner did he enter the house, 
than he bastened into the parlour, fell upon his 
knees, and poured forth the most fervent and hum- 
ble supplications. Wishing not to interrupt those 
sacred moments, the two or three individuals who 
witnessed the intensity of his feelings withdrew. 
Soon after he went into the burial greund, and 
dropping on his knees at his father’s grave, with 
his hands extended over the top of the monumen- 
tal stone, and his eyes closed, but at intervals lift- 
ed up to heaven, he offered up a most remarka- 
ble prayer. He breathed forth an impassioned 
desire to “join the blessed company above;” en- 
treated that he might be permitted to “ know his 
departed father, and that their united prayers on 
earth mightthen be turned into praise, while they 
beheld their Redeemer face to face together.” 

The following passage, from Mr. Hail’s funeral sermon 
for Dr. Ryland, is so much in harmony with this scene of 
filial piety and tender devotion, that we cannot refrain 
from subjoining it; and the rather, because it will show

-| © When he began, he was usually calm and col- 


lected, speaking in a low tone, and looking on- 
ward as he went, as if to survey afresh the region 
of thought he was about to traverse, but not often 
giving an indication of those torrents of eloquence 
| that were soon to be poured from hislips. Some- 
ltimes, at the commencement, he hesitated, and 
/seemed perplexed, as if dissatisfied with what he 
| had intended to say; at others, when he was 
| about to establish a truth, or enforce a general 
| principle, he would enter upon a course of clear 
and powerful reasoning, rendered equally attrac- 
tive and astonishing by the delectable purity and 
'beauty of his stvle. In this latter case, the sen- 
tences were finished with such exquisite care, 
| that he appeared to have selected not merely the 
| most appropriate, but the only words which serv- 


led his purpose, and yet delivered with such free- 
| dom and ease, that they seemed the first which 
‘came into his mind. As he proceeded, he in- 
| creased in animation and strength of utterance ; 
‘in his application of the principles he had advanc- 
ed, or the dectrine he had discussed, he grew 
more intense and ardent; and when he had risen 
to a certain pitch of holy excitement, his brow 
‘would expand, his countenance brighten, and, 
‘drawing back his majestic form in the pulpit, he 
‘would come forward again, charged with the 
fullness of his message to his hearers, and address 
‘them in tones and language which made every 
|heart vibrate. But it was not with his lips only 
| that he spoke ; his eloquence was more intellec- 
|4ual and spiritual than audible sounds could make 
‘it. His speaking eye told volumes. Whether

Tt cannot be denied, nor ought it to be concealed, 
that some Congregational Churches hold a creed 
in direct opposition to their practice. ‘They be- 
lieve, that the dedication of their children to God, 
is of divine appointment. They believe, that 
there is as much ofa warrant for this practice, and 
as great propriety in dedicating children to God, 
under the New ‘lestainent dispensation, as there 
wasundertheOld. They believe that this practice 
is sanctioned by apostolic example ; ‘that Lydia 
and her household were baptized ;? that the jailer 
was baptized, “he and ail his, straightway” on 
his believing ; and that Paul baptized * the house- 
hold of Stephanas.” Still, some of these very 
churches either leave it optional with their mem- 
bers whether they shall or shall not present their 
children for baptisin, or connive at their negli- 
gence in not bringing them forward for this pur- 
pose. ‘This we conceive, is not only inconsistent, 
but open disobedience to what Congregationalists 
consider a positive divine institution. It is true, 
that some Congregational Churches, which have 
been formed within afew years, in order to get rid 
of the difficulty, have purposely left out of their 
articles of faith and covenant engagements, those 
which relate to the baptism of children. But, this 
does not remove the inconsistency. They still pro- 
fess to be Congregationalists ; and give the world to 
understand, that they believe in a positive, divine 
institution, which they allow their members open- 
ly and positively to disobey. Of this inconsisten- 
cy, many of our Baptist brethren are sensible, and 
justly complain. 

We think, however, that ‘old fashioned Hophkin- 
siaw’ churches have not, so generally, at least, as 
others, run into this palpable absurdity. ‘The 
same worldly and wicked policy which has indue- 
ed many Congregationalists te lower down the 
doctrines of the gospel, has induced them to lower 
down the duties of the gospel. In lowering down 
the doctrines of the gospel, they have designed to 
render themselves popular with the world. In 
lowering down the duties of the gospel, in respect 
to what they profess to consider positive, divine 
institutions, they intend to render themselves pop- 
ular with other denominations, and to strengthen 
themselves with an increase of numbers. It is, 
manifestly, to gainan advantage of other denomi- 
nations, that many Congregationalists are dispos- 
ed either to relinquish the rite of infant baptism, 
or to connive at what they must consider a ne- 
glect of duty on the part of church members. We 
have indeed heard this policy urged by some Con- 
gregationalists, particularly in the formation of 
new churches. ‘If,’ say they,‘ we are strict and 
definite in our articles of faith and covenant, in 
regard to infant baptism, we shall lose some from 
our church, whom we very much wish to retain ; 
but if we do not insist upon that point, we shall 
retain some, Who would otherwise go to the Bap- 
tists.’ 

But, such a worldly and wicked policy ought 
to be hated, despised and reprobated. If Congre- 
gationalists believe, that tv dedication of children 
to God in baptism is a positive, divine institution, 
they have no more right to neglect it, than Moses 
had to neglect the rite of circumcision, when the 
Lord met, and sought to kill him, because he had 
not observed that rite in regard to his child. We 
say,'let professors of religion either be Congrega- 
tionalists in full, or Baptists in full; fur, a Congre- 
gational Baptist, or a Baptist Congregationalist, 
so faras divine ordinances are concerned, is as 
monstrous, and absurd a creature, as a “ Calvin- 
istic Arminian, or an “Arminian Calvinist.”— Los.

tcligious character of Jeremizh | 


Evarts, Esq. 

Of the character of Mr. Evarts’s piety, much 
ought to be said. It was strongly built upon fix- 
ed principles. No man could be long in his com- 
pany without observing the connection between 
his principles and conduct. This was one of the 
lessons Which his every-day deportment practi- 
cally taught, and with great clearness and 
strength. Religion with him was not an empty 
notion, nor an external form, nor the usage of a 
sect or party. Human opinions were a very little 
matter to him, when opposed to the declarations 
of the Bible. To these he gave implicit confi- 
dence, without reserve or qualification. If there 
was a class of truths to which he felt peculiar at- 
tachment, they were those which have ever been 
most obnoxious to a world lying in wickedness ; 
which are most discriminating in their moral in- 
fluence ; which give God the throne, and pros- 
trate every creature at his footstool. I have not 
the means of knowing extensively bis theological 
views in the latter part of this life; but in his 
early reading he was strongly attached to the 
works of Calvin, Edwards, and Hopkins. There 
was nothing of bigotry or intolerance about him. 
If be judged any man with severity, it was him- 
self. He possessed, to an unusual degree, a can- 
did mind. 1 have rarely met with a man who so 
habitually desired that every doubtful opinion and 
measure should be freely and fully discussed. 
And hence it was, that there was nothing boister- 
ous in his religion, and nothing transient. It was 
no fitful and momentary thing, but seemed in- 
wrouglit into the very temper of hissoul. It was 
the religion of intelligence, system, and zeal; 
and seemed to pervade with its vital influence, all 
his habits of thinking and principles of action. 

Ilis piety also was remarkably uniform. From 
the first commencement of his Christian career, 
he possessed several strong and prominent char- 
acteristics, and they remained in al!tueir strength 
and prominence to his dying hour. ‘The same 
steadfastness and sobriety which led him to form 
so just an estimate of moral objects, the same 
high standard of piety, the same solicitude for 
young Christians, the same interest in benevolent 
institutions, the same self-renunciation which 
shone in such sweet and amiable lustre in his dy- 
ing hours; were exhibited in bold and strong re- 
lief in the bright merning of his hopes. I was 
familiar with his early history; and when I first 
read the narritive of his death, I could not help 
saying, ‘lt issuch a death as Ishould expect Mr. 
Evarts to die. He has finished his course as he 
began it. His light never waned, but was strong 
and steady to the last.’ 

During his whole course, his religious charac- 
ter was marred hy comparatively few blemishes. 
Ile was every where circumspect and watchful. 
The lustre of his Christian reputation has never 
been obscured, nor his usefulness abridged by 
any real or alleged deviations from moral correct- 
ness and propriety even in little things. 

He possessed a remarkably kind and fraternal 
spirit. ‘There was nothing harsh or unamiable, 
nothing rigid or unrelenting about him. Though 
his temperament was naturally of a mercurial 
cast, and though he wascapable of kindling when 
unreasonably opposed, yet he very rarely over- 
stepped the bounds of Christian meekness. In 
the conduct of the Missionary enterprise, his 





the opposition with mildness, and cheerfu!'y sub- 
mitted to the judgment of his brethren. One of 
his associates in oflice bas remarked, “In ail 
our intercourse, for ten years, 1 do not remember 
receiving from him a single harsh or unkind 
word.” 

Ilis piety too was eminently practical. It was 
the business of every day ; aud accompanied him 
wherever he went, and appeared in whatever he 
did. It was not the religion of the imagination, 
but of cordial obedience to the divine commands. 
Nor was it a fitful religion, but a course so steady, 
that, to the eye of men, he rarely hesitated and 
faultered. And yet, be had no small degree of 
the imspiration of Christian feeling. There was an 
ardor about him that rebuked and put to shame 
slothful and cold professors, 

He was the decided friend of revivals of reli- 
gion; and untilhe became immersed ig the great 
stibject of Missions, labored much and actively to 
promote them. In the memorable revival in 
Yale college in the summer of 1862, and in the 
subsequent revival in the city of New-Haven, in 
the winter of 1808, his fervent prayers and inde- 
futigable efforts, in season and out of season, in 
the city and in the adjacent villages, will be long 
and gratefully remembered. He was in the habit 
of frequently remarking, and his prayers aud 
whole conduct were in accordance with the re- 
mark, that he saw no way in which our nation 
could be saved from infidelity and utter ruin, ex- 
cept by revivals of religion, more numerous and 
powerful than any heretofore experienced ; and 
for the accomplishment of this object, his whole 
hope was in the effusions of the Holy Spirit. 

Hie was also the firm friend of the Sabbath. 
The Sabbath was to him a day of very great en- 
joyment. The profanation of it be regarded as a 
great national sin, ruinous to themorai principles 
and virtue of individuals, the parent of crimes, 
aud certainly drawing after it national judgments, 
and final national corruption, and the extinction of 
our free institutions. Ile took a most active part 
inthe measures adopted to prevent the transpor- 
tation of the mail on that sueced day; wrote cir- 
eulars and petitions, and presented them for sig- 
natures; conversed extensively with members of 
Congress on the subject ; and compiled and pub- 
lished the pamphlet consisting of extracts from 
memorials to Congress from difierent parts of the 
country on this matter, together with an introdue- 
tion and conclusion written by himself. This was 
attended with much laborand pecuniary sacrifice. 

The practical usefuluess of his Christian char- 
acter consisted pre-eminently in his simple bene- 
volence. This was its beauty and glory. While 
his mind was awake tothe general condition and 
prospects of the church, and while he took a deep 
interest in her literary institutions and the learning 
of her ministers, and while with an eagle eye, he 
watched the operations of the press and whatever 
might influence the religious and moral einions 
and habits of the community, be did not overlook 
those silent and unostentatious deeds of mercy, 
which every where distinguish the benevolence of 
the gespel. As he was often called to urge the 
claims of Christian liberality, so hefeltthem. He 
resolved to give one-tenth of his income, however 
small. His accounts on this subject were kept 
with scrupulous accuracy ; and as his income in- 
creased, trom his salary, and his publications and 
some other sources, the proportion given in charity 
was much increased. His religion seemed to 
consist in escaping from the dominion of a selfish 
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Venice. 
An American gentleman writes from Venice to the Edi 
tors of the N. Y¥. Observer : 


The British Consul has his chap'ain, a sound 
evangelical man, ‘This evening I drark tea with 
them all. Admiral Douglas of the R. N. wae 
present with his family and some other company. 
Phe evening was passed in singing a hymn, and 
in reading several chapters in the Bible, each one 
reading a verse in turn, and any of the company 
making such remarks as were thonght propers 
After reading, the chaplain closed with prayer: 
Phere was no stitiness, no formality; Cliristian 
love seemed to prevail throughout, and spread a 
charm over the exercises of the evening, such as I 
have not experienced since I have been in Italy. 1 
feit that it was good to be there, for it seemed a 
foretaste of heaven, where distinction cf sect and 
nation will be unknown, and all shall own but one 
bond of anion; where all shall be one in Christ, 
where Christ shall be all and in all. You have of- 
ten heard me speak of this kind of religious sceiety, 
which I had met in England. There is a moral 
beauty and taste in such a mode of passing an eve- 
ning, which makes all the frivolities of the gay world 
perfictly nauseous. ‘Those indeed who have not the 
| love of Christ, will turn away with disgust from a 
place and from company, whose very atmosphere 
reproves them. Such a place, such society, forces 
one to think of eternity, and eternity is not a word 
to be cherished with delight, by any out of Christ. 
But when Christ is really loved, when we have 
that evidence of love to him which St. John men- 
tions, viz. ** that we love the brethren.” then the 
meeting of Christian friends, who make his love 
their topic of conversation, while every counte- 
nance brightens with a holy joy,is heaven on earth; 
for this isto be the employment of eternity, with 
clearer faculties,en!arged powers,and sinless bodies. 

It was beautiful to observe the union and yet di- 
versity of these three great men in the service of 
their common Master. Farel excelled in boldness 
and grandeur of mind. ‘The thunders of his preach 
ing could hardly be heard without trembling, or 
his ardent prayers without the soul being lifted up 
to heaven. Viret, on the other hand, was distin- 
guished by a sweet persuasive eloquence, whictt 
made his hearers hang upon his lips, almost whether 
they would or not. While Calvin filled the mind 
with as many weighty sentiments as he uttered 
words. Hence it often appeared to me that the 
union of the three would have formed a pertect 
preacher.

Christian boldness was the prominent trait in 
the character of Mr. Evarts. If he had lived in 
the days of persecution, he would have been 
among the first to have gone to the stake. “ Be 
bold in the service of God. It is the only thing 
worth being bold for.” This was the spirit of the 
man. 

« Justum et tenacem propositi virum.”* 
He possessed a bold and undaunted decision of 
character. He was often placed in situations 
which gave him a noble opportunity of exercis- 
ing this spirit, and he did it.—Neither flatteries 
nor frowns could move him.

Th's lesson stiil he taught, to fear no ill 

But sin, no being but Almighty God.” 

It was not an assumed and fictitious independ- 
ence that he possessed ; it was not founded in ca- 
price and passion; nor put on for the sake of 
differing from others ; but it grew out of a delib- 
erate, steadfast regard to God and duty ; and to 
these he adhered, whatever might be the con- 
sequences. He was as much above the opinions 
and customs of the world, as any man I ever 
knew. When once he had formed bis purposes, 
he did not stop to ask what others might say and 
do in relation to them, but vigorously carried 
them into execution, and left observers to specu- 
late, and opposers to complainafterward. Ihave 
known him, especially about the time he began 
the world, to suffer severely both in his reputa- 
tion and property, from his unbending rectitude. 
But nothing would induce hit to make a com- 
promise with conscience. The unexpected pres- 
sure of difficulty may have disturbed him for a 
moment, but it was only to inspirit him with 
fresh resolution and fortitude. Who that inti- 
mately knew him, cannot look back upon a_mul- 
titude of incidents in his history in which his 
conduct seemed to say, “ Be bold in the service 
of God. Itis the only thing worth being bold 
for!” When his mind had once taken a strong 
view of the great object he was pursuing, it 
was in vain to embarrass and resist him, unless 
you meant to stimulate him to growing ardor 
and activity. 

Few men were so well able to sustain this de- 
termined character, because few possessed his 
judgment and discrimination, and his remarka- 
ble balance of mind. Men there are, of unbend- 
ing integrity and firmness, but they have little 
judgment to direct and govern them. Right or 
wrong, wise or unwise, they will not be diverted 
from their designs. But this is not Christian 
boldness, hut unchristian obstinacy, ‘There was 
nothing from which Mr. Evarts was at a greater 
remove than this. Though he often formed very 
important decisions almost intuitively, he was, to 
a remarkable degree, freed from imprudence and 
rashnuess. It was his characteristic discretion, as 
well as his zeal and intrepidity, that so sensibly 
promoted his usefulness, and secured for him the 
confidence and co-operation of the churches, in 
the great enterprise to which his life was so faith- 
fully and successfully devoted.—Spring’s Sermon.

One of the Chiefs said “it was a tough, hard 
case, to give his people up to come under State 
laws without their being allowed to vote,or having 
their civil oaths regarded before a magistrate; it 
would be as bad as to give them up to have their 
throats cut; for he could easily conceive of their 
being driven to desperation, and immediately com- 
mitting outrage which would bring them to the 
gallows; and it was a tough, hard case to decide to 
go; but as there was no alternative, they I:cd bet- 
ter be reconciled to go.” I believe they have tried 
to keep up each other’s spirits, and exhort each 
other to unanimity of feeling upon the subject. All 
business seems to be suspended, and they act as 
we might expect them to, if the final day of doom 
had come. 

The old men sat in council, looking each other 
in the face, and mourning over their fate from 
Monday morning until Tuesday night.—They sat 
aud talked all night long, and parted with no bet- 
ter state of feeling than when they came together. 
They think their prospect of earthly good is blast- 
ed forever.

After about four days, he 
came to the tract distributor, and requested him 
to take a walk. They went, and the light-minded 
young man acknowledged that he was deeply itn- 
pressed with the contents of that tract. He ask- 
ed his friend what way he must take in order to 
be confirmed in his new knowledge, and after a 
few weeks he became established, and saw now & 
long life before him, which he should lead in a 
manner altogether different from what he would 
have done, if his friend had at that moment been 
kept back by the fear of man from putting a fract 
into his hand.—Ev. Ch. Journal:

At Harvey Lane, Leicester, Mr. Hall, though 
ministering to but one congregation, was in fact 
the pastor of two churches ; a Baptist and a Paedo- 
baptist one; and to these distinet churches, he 
adininistered the communion at two several times. 
‘To one in the forenoon, and to the other in the 
afternoon of the same day, and to both, if [ mis- 
take not, in the meeting house. But at Broad- 
mead, Bristol, the very few  Predobaptists to 
whom Mr. Hall administered the communion, 
were not constituted a church ; and the commun- 
ion was not administered to them in the meeting 
house, but inthe vestry. 

It is a singular fact that Mr. Hall’s church, 
both at Leicester and at Bristol, was, in its corpo- 
rate character, at variavee with himself_on the 
subject of communion ; and no less singular is it 
that his opponent, Mr. Kinghorn, of Norwich, 
and Ais chureh, were opposed to each other; so 
that in neither of these churches were “ Baptists 
and Pedobaptists alike admitted to communion :” 
notin Mr. Hall’s, because the church, as a body, 


could not receive Pedobaptists ; and not in Mr. | 


Kinghorn’s, because he could not administer it to 
them.
